THE CLERGY AND CIVILIZATION. 


The London Saturday Review, which 
none would suspect of a desire to promote 
or defend evangelical faith and piety, thus | 
comments on Mr. Buckle’s treatment of the 
clergy in his second volume on “ The His- 
tory of Civilization,” noticed by us a short 
time since in our literary column :— 

“Mr. Buckle’s chapter on the poor, un- 


amusing. He coliects a great variety of 
odd stories about them, and shows how 
ready they were to claim a special glory for 
themselves, how their feirs or their hopes 
gave a coloring of the supernatural to every- 
thing around them, and how ‘they bullied 
and frightened their flocks. Mr. Buckle 
has a great turn for putting together a vast 
quantity of illustrations of a general propo- 
sition, and it is very curious to see what 
these preachers thought and taught. But 
what is the exact purpose of all this most 
elaborate exposure of the Covenanting 
preachers? If any one requires to have it 
proved to him that Protestants can be as 
tyrannical and a credulous as Catholics, 
here is abundant proof; and if any one is 
unaware that a very uneducated clergy, 
taken from the lower ranks of society, de- 
void of all superintend nce from better 
trained minds, and living in a time of per- 
secution, danger, and passionate excitement, 
is apt to do and say many things which 
the sober judgment. of the learned who live 
at ease cannot quite approve, he may glean 
a lesson once for all from these anecdotes of 
the Scottish clegy in the X Vith and XVIIth 
centuries. But when we have got so far, 
what further step are we totake? Mr. 
Buckle does not appear to us to give at all | 
a fair picture of the Scotch clergy, nor to 
throw much light on the general history of 
the ministers of the Scotch religion, nor, so 
far as appears, to show as the true state of 
the Scotish intellect at that period. The 
Scotch clergy would be exceedingly ill- 
appreciated and understood if they were to 
be judged only by extravagances of their 
discourses and writings. They gained the 
hearts of their flocks by their fervent piety, 
by the earnestness of their moral indigna- 
tion, by the completeness with which their 
life was hid in heaven. The very small 
degree to which Mr. Buckle has penetrated 
the true character and history of such men 
may be gathered from the persistency with 
which he treats them and all ministers of 
religion, as almost exclusively guided by a 
selfish wish for power, money and aggran- 
dizement, Every priest is in his eyes a 
bird of prey, a robber and an intriguer. He 
gives us to understand that he is up to all 
the tricks of the knaves, and that he sees 
through the clergy of all sects. We thought 
that so very primitive and simple a view of 
the general character of the Christian 
clergy has been exclusively appropriated 
years ago by the cheap Sunday press. 

“ Nor have we any very sure guarantee 
that the illiterate ministers of the days of 
the Covenant, driven from one post of dan- 
ger to another, are fairly to be taken as the 
Tepresentative of the Scotch intellect in 
their time. Suppose a historian a centu 

were to judge of the intellect of Eng- 
land by the silliest tracts and sermons of 
our day, he would be doing very mach what 
Mr. Buckle does when speaking of the most 
successful of Scotch Presbyterianism. 
ere may have been many ways in which 
the Scotch mind was working a the time, 
although no books of a high kind have come 
n tous; and the intellect of a nation 
may be shown very imperfectly by the 
casual printed effusions that have had the 
to be preserved.

We simply ask, “Is it not 
the custom in Germany to pay physicians ” 
- “Ivis not the custom to ask them for 


ask a young German gentleman, who calls. 


their bill, as if they were shoemakers. The 
physician’s services are those of a friend, 
and be is treated accordingly.” 
Somewhat abashed, we lay «down 
purse ; but unwilling to give up the matter, 


we remark: “ We pay doctors ip our coun- | apa 


try. We don’t ask them a8 s00p a8 we re- 
cover, for their bills, it is true, but when 
they want money, or at regular periods, 
they send their bills to us.” | 

“I assure you, German physicians keep 
no accounts. They receive an owledg- 
ment of their services, if it is sent them, 
but if it is not sent, they say nothing.” 

The doctor departs, and we ponder on the 
question, How much do we owe him? We 


“ Oh, give him, just what you choose!” We 
ask our landlady. “ Act exactly according 
to your own pleasure, rather too much, how- 
ever, than too little.” Don’t we feel in- 
formed? “ Pray tell us what is too much, 
and what too little.” 

“ The law requires that for every visit of 
a physician, he shall receive not than 
seventeen cents. This is the lowest amount 
that is ever paid, and this is very seldom 
enforced. I know families in comfortable 
circumstances, who never pay anything for 
medical services, which they frequently re- 
ceive. The physician prefers being de- 
frauded of his dues, to the ebloquy a law 
process brings upon him. It is an incon- 
venient custom both for patient and-doctor. 
The patient, no matter how ill, must keep 
an account of the number of visita, yet with 
the utmost desire to be just, feels embar- 
rassed when the acknowledgment is made. 
Now,” continued our landlady, “I have 
been ill, as you know, eight months, confined 
to my bed six months of the time, and my 
physician has shown every possible kindness 
and attention. I certainly am grea'ly in- 
debted to him, but I do not know what to 
pay him.”

The Temperament and Appearance of 
Robert Burns. 


At the monthly meeting of the aoaey 
of Antiquaries of Newcastle, held on W 
nesday week, Mr. Robert White exhibited 
the original manuscript of two poems by 
Robert Burns, viz., of the “ Country Las- 
sie,” and “Monody on Maria Riddell ;” 
and read tie following paper:—*In ex- 
hibiting these two autograph poents by 
Robert Burns, there are some observations, 
deduced from them, which I would bring 
before the notice of the society, respecting 
the temperament and appearance of the 
Scottish poet. In every case of 
son there are exceptions, but on an average 
I perceive that when a person is of sanguine 
temperament, and especially of a florid com- 
plexion, his handwriting is large and free, 
and, generally, it will be seen to increase in 
size, and be more flowing, if his hair have a 
light reddish tinge. Again when the bilious 
tempe: ament prevails, and the eyes and hair 
assume the hue of the raven’s wing, we see 
the handwriting tend to be small and con- 
fined, though very distinct in all its parts. 
We have, therefore, between these classes, 
and participating in them less or more, all 
the complexion we see, and hence the in- 
finite variety and forms of handwriting. 
From what we read of Robert Burns, we 
learn that he had dark eyes and hair, anda 
very dark complexion. A young woman 
observed that if any of her sex were seated 
near the poet and keeping ber ears shut and 
her eyes open, there could be no danger of 
her falling in love with him. One would 
almost be induced to think he must have 
been of the bilious temperament; that his 
eyes were jet black, and he had also crisp 
black hair. This supposition, however, does 
not agree with the manner and form of bis 
handwriting. By examination of these 
specimens, and they are even written in a 
smaller character than others I have seen 
and possess, it will, I believe, be admitted 
they are nothing like what we might expect 
to see from the hand of a bilious man. His 
father was of dark complexion, and inclined 
to be bilious, but his mother had reddish 
hair, and beautiful dark eyes. Keeping, 
therefore, all these details in view, we are 
led to believe that Robert Burns was not of 
the bilious, but of the sanguine, tempera- 
ment, althongh approaching so pear to the 
former that it might be almost difficult to 
distinguish whether he actually bordered on 
the very line between them. His eyes, 
therefore, | presume, were not clear black, 
but of deepest brown; his hair inclining to 
a yellow tinge in bis intancy, but of very 
dark auburn as he advanced in lite, and his 
complexion agreeing with and assimilating 
to thse appearances. To this tiew of the 
man and the poet, the handwriting appears 
to be in pertect keeping, and 1 throw out 
the opinion, that it may obtain the consid- 
eration of those who know physiology, and 
are able to handle a subject of ‘this kind, 
whereby we may judge more accurately of 
the the tendencies, and the genius 
of the greatest of all our Scottish poeta. I 
am not in this place prepared to refute the 
calumny and censure from different quar- 
ters which have been directedagainst the 
of this most remarkable man. His 
failings ought rather to awaken our sympa- 
thy, for when we cousider the vital influence 
which his writings have produced upon his 
own countrymen and others over the wide 
world, | do not hesitate to regard him as the 
most gifted individual of his day. We are 
gainers by what he left us, and not losers, 
and it becomes us to be grateful for what he 
accomplished. Indeed, he has himself fur- 
nished the best reply to his detractors, in 
the quantity of verse he published, both in 
poems and -ongs, and the numerous letiers 
he wrote from the commencement of his au- 
thorship down to the close of his J#@, and 
that was comprised in the brie® Course of 
only about ten years. During that 
he had the business of a farm, first at Miéss- 
giel, and afierwards at Ellisland, to oceupy 
his attention; while at the latter place ahd 
also at Dumfries, he had the responsib‘e du-" 
ties of an excise officer to perform over 
several parishes. This he accomplished to 
the approval of the higher authorities, for 
his accounts were kept in such excellent or- 
der that old Maxwell, of Terraughty, a rigid 
and determined magistrate would have said, 
“ Bring me Barus’s books. It always does

me good to see them; they show theta) 


warm, kind-hearted man, may be a diligent

THE SPRINGFIELD ARMORY. 

The destruction of Harper’s Ferry ar- 
mory leaves Government only the Spring- 
field establishment; but this, always the 
chief reliance and the model works is 
now producing a greater number of rifle 
muskets per month’ than both armories ever 
did before. When Mr. Dwight, the new 
Superintendent, assumed charge, in April, 
the manufacture was only 800 per month. 
Already he has increased its number to 
8,500, and in less than three months Will 
tarn out five thousand per month. Never 
before was its production over 2,500 per 
month. 

This great and rapid increase has been 
gained by filling all the shops with addi- 
tional machinery and men, and by working 
some parts of the establishment twenty-four 
hours a day, and others from fourteen to 
sixteen. Yet while the production has al- 
ready been more than quadrupled, the num- 
ber of workmen is but little more than dou- 
bled, or advanced from nearly three hundred 
to six hundred and fifty—-the present num- 
ber. This is the result of working extra 
hours, and the advantage which a duplica- 
tion of machinery and continuous employ- 
ment of it alike give. 

The large old arsenal on the south or 
State street side of the armory grounds, be- 
coming vacant by the removal of the mus- 
kets, is being fitted up for a workshop, and 
will soon be occupied by those branclies that 
do not require machinery, giving room in 
the other shops, for the additional machines 
new being prepared for the continued en- 
largement of the production. 


In 1851-52, when the Springfield armory 

produced about 25,000 muskets of the old 
model per year, the cost was but $9 each. 
This covered every expense, salaries of 
officers, care Of grounds, etc. Since then 
the new and expensive rifle model has been 
introduced, and the production decreased to 
less than 10,000 a year, upon which the 
same general expenses had to be divided, 
and the cost has been from $12 to $14 per 
arm, 
But the present increase in production, 
with the propping of the Maynard primer 
as a drawback to the usefulness of the mus- 
ket, has carried down the. cost, and the arm 
is now produced in its highest perfection for 
about $10. It is believed that 75,000 to 
10U,000 muskets of the present model could 
be produced here yearly, by an enlarge- 
ment and simplificution of the shops at a 
cost of between $8 and $9 each ! 

Contrast these facts with the cost of the 
small arms at other establishments, and we 
shall see how greatly the United States 
Government has reason to congratulate it- 
self upon the economy of one branch at 
least of its public service, and how justly 
the Springfield armory may claim the re- 
spect and favor of Congress.. The price of 
the small revolving pistols and shot guns 
averages $20. The cost to the English 
Government of its rifle musket, of which it 
makes 100,000 a year at a single establish- 
ment, ranges from $13 to $15. This es- 
timate is made up in the same way that the 
cost is computed at the Springfield armory, 
counting in all expenses for officers, etc., but 
excluding interest on buildings, machinery 
and lands, The State of Massachusetts is 
paying $20 apiece for the English rifle mus- 
kets, which it is now importing to arm the 
new regiments. Yet it is an inferior arm 
in style and workmanship to that produced 
at the Springfield armory ; and though mod- 
elled upon the Enfield or English Govern- 
ment rifle, is not made at the Government 
establishment, but by private armories. Pro- 
bably the private contracts which the War 
Department bas made for rifle muskets is 
at the rate of over $16 each, and is more 
likely to be nearer the price paid for the 
English imported rifle.—Springfield Repub- 


lican.

At any rate, they carry 
nothing away, but eat all their prey on the 
spot. It is their habit to march through 
the forests in a long, regular line—a line 
about two inches broad, and often several 
miles in length.

Every animal that lives in their line of 
march is chased. They seem to under- 
stand and act upon the tactics of Napoleon, 
and concentrate, with great speed, their 
heaviest forces upon the point of attack. In 
an incredible short space of time the mouse, 
or dog, or leopard, or deer, is overwhelmed, 
killed, eaten, and the bare skeleton only re- 
mains. - 

They seem to travel night and day. 
Many a time have I been awakened out of 
sleep, and obliged to rush from the hut 
aud into the water to save my life, and 
after all suffered intolerable agony from the 
bites of the advanced guard, who bad got 
into my clothes. When they enter a house 
they clear it of all living things. Cock- 
roaches are devoured in an instant. Rats 
and mice spring round the rooms in vain. 
An overwhelming force of ants kills a strong 
rat in less than a minute, in spite of the 
most frantic struggles and in less than an- 
other minute its bones are stripped. Every 
living thing in the house is devoured. They 
will not touch vegetable matter. Thus they 
are, in reality, very useful (as well as dan- 
gerous) to the negroes, who have their huts 
cleared of all the abounding vermin, such as 
immense cockroaches and centipedes, at 
least several times.a year. 

When on their march, the whole of the 
insect world flies before them, and I have 
often had the approach of a brshikouway 
army heralded to me by this means. Wher- 
ever they go they makea clean sweep, even 
ascending to the highest tops of the high- 


est trees in pursuit of their prey. Their | 


manner of attack is an impetuous /eap. In- 
stantly, the strong pincers are fastened, and 
they only let go when the piece gives way. 
At such times this Little animal seems ani- 
mated by a kind of fury which causes it to 
disregard entirely its own safety, and to 
seek only the conquest of its prey.

If an advance is made at all it will be on 
the part of Gen. McClellan with the Fede- 
ral forces against the Confederates. 

It is not believed that the latter will at- 
tempt to advance on Washington. 

The Government loan of $150,000,000, 
taken by the banks of New York, Boston 
and Philadelphia, will be a relief, and very 
materially aid the negotiation of a loan from 
Europe, should the Government desire 
hereafter to raise more money. 

Gen. Frémont is gathering around him 
at St. Louis a very large army, which will 
soon be in motion. The States of Indiana, 
lilinois and Iowa are pouring in forces to 
him constantly. 

-The Confederates were very much crip- 
pled in the battle at Springfield, Mo., and it 
is hardly probable they will advance against 
the superior forces of Gen. Frémont. He 
is very energetic and active, and instils a 

t deal of confidence. . 

Gen. Anderson, of Fort Sumter fame, 
left Washington on the 19th, to take charge 
of his new command in Kentucky. 

The General Government has furnished 
to that State 20,000 Minié rifles, with a fair 
proportion of ammunition. There is a great 
deal of excitement there at present, and 
difficulties are expected. Four thousand 
Union troops are already in camp at Crab 
Orchard, Ky. 

There is a fearful persecution of Union 
men in the district represented by Burnett, 
of Ky. The Legislature is largely Union 
80 in the House out of 100; the Senate, 
30 to 8. 

It is thought Gov. Magoffin will be im- 
peached, and Breckenridge and Powell re- 
quested to resign. oes 

The Western Virginia Convention sitting 
in Wheeling, have resolved upon the plan 
of a new State, to be called Kanawha. 

Brownlow’'s Tennessee Whig (Union) has 
been suppressed by the Confederates. 

Gov. Gamble, of Missouri, has ordered 
out the militia of the State to resist the ad- 
vance of troops under ex-Governor Jackson. 

The military and naval movements are 
now very efficient, and the Administration 
seems to be fully alive to the necessities of 
the war. 

The Western States are fully aroused, 
and are raising numerous troops. 

The stock of cotton on hand at Liverpool, 
on the 8th, was 990,000 bales. 

The War Department has information 
which leads to the belief that the rebels 
have withdrawn a mile beyond Fairfax 
Court House, leaving only pickets at the 
village. The movement was made with 
precipitation, and it is reported that the 
rebel strength at Leesburg is increasing, 
and consists of several thousand men sup- 
ported by artillery. General Banks is 
near enough to the point to present serious 

shot and shell obstacle to crossing, even if 
the river were fordable, which it will not 
be for a day or two yet. 

Gen. Fiémont has been authorized to 
take and use the Illinois Central Railroad 


for military purposes. 


STILL LATER NEWS. 


Sr. Louis, August 26.—It is reported 
that 48,000 rebels are at Benton, Mo., for- 
tifying the place. 

It is rumored that the New York Daily 
Newé and Day Book are to be suppressed 
immediately, by order of the Government, 
it being reported that they receive assist- 
ance from their Southern sympathizers, who 
freely circulate them. 

The Baltimore papers have agreed to 
comply with the request of General Dix, 
to refrain from publishing news which will 
aid the enemy. 

It is reported that Jeff. Davis has ap- 
proved of the act appointing two other 
Commissiouers to Europe; also an act to 
aid Missouri in repelling invasion, and au- 
thorizing her admission into the Southern 
Confederacy. 

It was reported that martial law was to 
be declared at Nashville on the 23d. 

W. H. Russell, correspondent of the 
London Times, applied to the Provost Mar- 
shal for a pass across the Petomac, and was 
flatly refused. 

The continued improvement of the Fed- 
eral troops, in all respects, in Eastern Vir- 
ginia, is a subject of congratulation. 

In consequence of the President’s procla- 
mation, Adams & Co. have issued orders to 
all their offices to immediately cease receiv- 
ing letters from the Confederate States. 

The Government has reliable informa- 
tion that a quarrel bas broken out among 
the leading traitors in the Confeduracy, 
which promises disastrous results. The 
belligerents are Toombs, and Virginians 
and North Carolinians on the one side, and 
Davis, Wigfall and the extremists of South 
Carolina on the other. The complaint 
among the disaffected is that Davis is taking 
fast to the legitimate results of treason— 
the abrogation of State and individual 
rights. 

The following has been the programme 
from Washington. If carried out, it will 
result in the virtual suppression of the 
newspapers named : 

“PostorFrice DerartMent, Aug. 22. 

“To Postmasters of New York — The 
Postmaster General directs, from and after 
the receipt of this, that none of the news- 
papers published in New York city, which 
were presented by the Grand Jury as dan- 
gerous, from dislopalty, shall be forwarded 
in the mails. 

_“ (Signed) B. Pratt, 
“ Chief Clerk.” 

Daniel S. Dowber, of New Orleans, was 
arrested on the west line of the Ohio, on 
the 23d, as bearer of dispatches from Eng- 
ance of the contents of the dispatches in 
his trunk which were seized, but acknow]- 
edged himself the bearer designated. An 
officer leaves for Washington with the pris- 
oner immediately. 

Gov. Gamble, of Missouri, has issued a 
proclamation calling for 42,000 volunteers 
of the military of the State, to serve six 
months, unless peace is so6ner declared in 
the State. 

The Potomac Investigation Committee 
at Washington report that there are two 
hundred spies in the several Departments, 
or that number of persons who cannot be 
depended upon. 

_ Mayor Berrett’s arrest was not solely for 
his refusal to take the oath of allegiance, but 
©n other good and sufficient grounds. 

The Attorney General declares that 
Mayor Berrett must take the oath of alle- 
giance. 

Several women have been arrested at 
Washington and other places, for giving aid 
and comfort to the rebels. [Private dis- 
patches received here announce Mrs. Sen- 
rei Gwin as being onder arrest, and that 

“portant papers were’ found in her posses- 
sion.— Eps. ALTA.

The Effects of being “ Let Alone.” 
The Arizonian of the 10th of August, 

gives a graphic account of the ruin that 

pervades that unhappy, wretched Terr%ory : 


GENERAL DesoLaTion.—Our prosperity 
has departed. The mail is withdrawn; the 
soldiers are gone, and their garrisons are 
burned to the ground ; the miners murdered, 
and the mines abandoned ; the stock raisers 
and farmers have abandoned their crops and 
herds to the Indians, and the population 
generally have fied, panic-struck and naked, 
in search of refuge. We think no manever 
before saw desolation so wide-spead. From 
end to end of the territory, except alone in 
‘Tucson and its immediate vicinity, there is 
not a human habitation. * * * * 
We are hemmed in upon all sides by the 
savage and unrelenting Apache, by whom 
the unwary are frequently assassinated on 
their very thresholds. There are very few 
of us, and we have in our midst an over- 
whelming and naturally inimical Mexican 
element, who only wait until we become so 
weakened by Apache raids and emigration 
that it may be done with impunity, when 
they will, in all human probability, wipe us 
out toa man. Add to this that most of us 
are poor, and many of us are afoot and ill- 
armed, and without a chance to earn a dol- 
lar; and that to the nearest friendly settle- 
ment on either side it is three hundred 
miles, through a country hostile and for the 
most barren and unwatered, and the peril 
of our situation may be conceived. * * 
* * * * The chances of being swept 
into eternity without a moment's notice be- 
ing given; have steadily and fearfully in- 
creased annually. But since the inaugura- 
tion of an open Apache war by the troops 
last winter, the immediate withdrawal of the 
Overland Mail and the U. S. forces, the 
chances against life have reached its maxi- 
mum height. Within but six months, 19- 
70ths of the whole male population have 
been killed off; and every ranch, farm and 
mine in the country has been abandoned in 
consequence. 

In succession, nearly all the managers of 
the different mining companies have been 
assassinated either by Indians or Mexicans, 
and the property carried off. Every mine 
has been baptized in blood, and over and 
over again the mining stock has been driven 
off by the Indians or by Mexican thieves. 
What country and business can prosper 
under such monstrous adversity? And 
what man would settle his family in these 
blood-drenched valleys ? 


For this horrible state of affairs and gen- 
eral desolation, the Arizonian blames the 
Federal Government. It says: 


The only reason under heaven that ca 
be assigned for the injustice and bad treat- 
ment we have undergone is, that the people 
of Arizona are Southern in feeling, and have 
dared avow it. The eleven-starred banner 
that floats over the town of Tueson shows 
that her citizens acknowledge no allegiance 
to abolition rule. 


Jeff Davis will now probably take them 
under his protection, and restore peace and 
prosperity. 

ConreDERATE DeLEGATE.—At an elec- 
tion held at Tucson on Monday last, to elect 
a Delegate to the Congress of the Confed- 
erate States, Hon. Granville H. Oury re- 
ceived the unanimous vote. The poll list 
discloses the important fact that there are 
still sixty-eight Americans in Tucson, be- 
sides some few who took no part in the 
election. 


For THE VoLuNnTEERS.—The ladies of 
San Francisco are working for the benefit 
of the volunteers. -The ladies connected 
with the First Congregational Church meet 
to-day in the Church, for this object. The 
ladies in Mr. King’s Church are up and do- 
ing, and we learn that similar movements 
are afoot in other churches. 


State Items. 

Omeca Destrorep.—The town of 
Omega, about twenty miles above Nevada, 
was almost ae destroyed by fire last 
Saturday night. The fire originated in the 
kitchen of the Omega Hotel, kept by Mrs. 
Hall, and the almost superhuman exertions 
of the citizens were of no avail to check the 
progress of the flames. The fire soon com- 
municated with the adjoining buildings, 
crossed the street, and in less than ten mi- 
nutes from the time the alarm was given, 
the entire business portion of the town was 
in a blaze. Many of the citizens merely 
had time to escape with their lives, losing 
every thing. The total loss was not less 
than $40,000. 


Peritous Leap.—After the steamer An- 
telope had swung off yesterday, and was 
headed down stream, a belated passenger 
appeared, to take passage. Hesitating a 
moment, he threw his bundle aboard, and 
stepping back, made a leap for the boat, aft, 
and secured his passage, the boat being at 
least fifteen feet distant. There was nota 
man on the bulk who was not satisfied that 
he would “land” in the water and proba- 
bly become a subject for the Coroner: of 
course they were agreeably disappointed. 


TREASURE BY THE “Sr. Lours.”—The 
steamer “St. Louis” carried away on Sat- 
urday last $1,135,910 60 in treasure, of 
which $945,634 11 went to New York, 
$185,276 55 to England, and $5,000 to 


Panama. 


Satmon FisHery.—One of our oldest 
fishermen informs us that the run of salmon 
at this time, is greater than ever was known 
before. One hundred to each boat could 
be taken nightly, and those of the 
size and finest quality, but as the present 
demand does not warrant extensive packing, 
only a few boats are engaged and only one 
drift made by each, just sufficient to supply 
the demand for the fresh fish. There wes 
a time when Sacramento was the great point 
for the capture and packing of salmon, 
which were sent to all parts of the world; 
but the trade has of late years steadily de- 
clined being tapped at the mouth of the 
river by those irrepressible Rio Vistans who 
have now a virtual monopoly of the busi- 
ness.— News.

Colllege, Tennessee; Stewart College, at 
Clarksville, Tenn. ; the University of Mis- 
sissippi, at Oxford; and the Centenary Col- 
lege (Methodist), at Jackson, La., have all 
suspended for the season.” The annual 
Commencement exercises of Davidson Col- 


lege, N. C., were omitted this year. 


Tae South Carolina Sunday—School 
Union have commenced a Sunday-school 
paper for the South. They will no longer 
be dependent on their “enemies” in the 
North. 


Tue North Carolina Presbyterian says: 
“Rev. M. B. Grier, of Wilmington, and 
Rev. P. A. McMartin, of Hillsboro, have 
abandoned their ive fields of labor, 
and returned to the North. They were 
both popular and useful ministers, and it is 
a source of regret to their many friends in 
this State that their sympathies were not 
with the South in the conflict which is now 

ing. Whatever may be the issue 
of the war, it is by no means probable that 
either will retarn to his late pastoral cha 
Mr. Grier was from Pennsylvania and Mr. 
McMartin from New Jersey.” 


Sournern Metnopist Cuurcu.—The 
benevolent institations of the Southern 
Methodist Episcopal Church are in 92 ex- 
ceedingly embarrassed condition. The pre- 
siding elders holding drafts against the 
Missionary Society have been notified that 
such could not be paid by the Treasurer, 
as the funds were all exhausted. They 
were instruted to try to raise collections 
within the bounds of their respective dis- 
tricts to meet them. 

Swepen.—We have an interesting ac- 
count of the. progress of evangelical religion 
in Sweden, in the description of the work 
and meetings of a colportage and general 
Home Mission Society in the South. The 
work of revival of life within the national 
Church appears to be advancing simultane- 
ously in all parts of thecountry. Through 
the efforts of this Home Missionary Society, 
during the last six years colporteurs have 
disposed of 1,600 Bibles, 5,500 New Testa- 
ments, 2,000 Luther’s Sermons, 5,000 other 
larger writings of Luther, 350,000 tracts of 
Luther and others. 


Catvinistic Metnopists.—The Relt- 
gious Intelligencer (St. John) says, concern- 
ing the great revival which has been in 
progress in Wales during the last two years : 
“As to figures, it appears that the Calvin- 
istic Methodists, who are probably the 
largest body in Wales, have had the great- 
est accession to their numbers. 36,000 
have been added to them; over 30,000 to 
the Independent body ; 10,000 to the Bap- 
tists; 4,500 to the Wesleyan Methodists.; 
and 20,000 to the Episcopal Church ; thus 
making 100,000 in all” 


ConTRIBUTIONS IN ENGLAND.—-For 
foreign missions during the past year, 1,7 64,- 
000 Church of England members gave 
£119,000 ; 772,000 Wesleyans, £84,000 ; 
607,000 Independents, £54,000 ; 380,000 
Baptists, £19,000. 

This amounts to, for each Baptist, one 
shilling; for each Churchman, one shilling 
and three pence; fomeach Independent, 
one shilling eleven pence; for each Metho- 
dist two shillings two pence.

HOW TO COOK A BEEFSTEAK. 
Any a as regards improving the 
ing a 


art of coo beefsteak may at first ap- 
pear superfluous, but the following well- 
seas remarks from the Homestead will 
— be relished by every house- 
wife :— 

“ When you are so lucky as to get a beef- 
steak, don’t spoil it in the cooking. It 
should be cut nearly an inch in thickness, 
and divided—by the natural divisions where 

icable—into pieces the size of your 
d, or thereabouts. Cut away the most 
of the fat. If you happen to have such a 
thing as a “beeksteak-pounder” in the 
house, put it into the fire and burn it to coal 
—the wood they are usually made of fur- 
nishes capital coals for broiling; but any 
coals will do, if they are hot enough. The 
best gridiron is the double one of wire, 
which you can shut your meat into and turn 
without a fork to let the juice ont ; but any 
gridiron will do if it is clean. If you have 
much else to see to besides the steak, you 
had better have something else for break- 
fast, for it is a sin to put a beefsteak over 
the coals and leave it to warp, and squirm, 
and dry up, until it is as h and tasteless 
as the sole of an old shoe. But if you have 
@ conscience void of offence with all men, 
and are able to concentrate your entire en- 
ergies upon the business, put your steak over 
the fire. Now you must know that the out- 
side of a broiled piece of meat must be 
crisp, met ow it] the inside juicy, to make 
it most able and [turn it] nourishing. 
If you allow it to rest long with one side to 
the fire, [turn it,] the juice and flavor rises 
to the surface and is lost. The great art 
meat at the start, 
a moment, to such an intense heat that 
Saye it] the severed fibres may be seared 
u such a manner as to seal up (so to speak) 
the moisture. [Turn it) Steak can be 
cooked in this way until it will not look 
bloody when cut, and [turn it] will satisfy 
fully those who like “ rare” » without 
offending [turn it] such as prefer it “ well 
done.” Butter is worse than wasted—of 
course [turn it] you'll have it on the table 
for such as wish to disguise the taste of 
beef, as wellas pepperandsalt. [Turn it. } 
Your motto is, beef and fire. If your fire 
is a hot one, the steak is nearly done. It 
may not be considered impertinent to sug- 
Lh pt it} that, the potatoes being just 
too, the family may gather round the 
table, so as to receive the steak upon their 
hot plates directly from the fire. There will 
be time for ‘ grace’ before eating, and you’ll 
be thankful after, whether it is customary or 
not in your family to say so.” 


Foop os Cows arrer Catvine —It 
is customary with many farmers to feed 
cows immediately after calving, with warm 
slops—a pail of bran or meal and warm 
water, well salted—and a better diet is 
commenced at once in order to get as much 
milk as possible. A writer in the Home- 
stead objects to this ing as contrary 
to nature, and very likely to induce caked 
bag and milk fever. He contends that the 
cow should have rest and quiet, rather than 
“a dose of physic and warm mashes,” as is 


often given, and adds: 
“It is an error to suppose that tasking 
the stomach after the fatigue of urition 


can be otherwise than hurtful. A drink of 
water and a little dry hay, is enough for the

A Ssorer ro Farmers.—lIt worth 
knowing that every keeper of “cows may 
cause t to calve during the day-time, 
instead of night or day, as it may happen, 
causing munch watching and want of sleep. 
The si method is this: When the cow 
is in calf and the milk beginning to fail, till 
she is about “yelled,” let no milk be taken 
from her during the day, or at night, but 
milk her any time in the morning, and let 
none be taken but in the morning; and, 
when her time to calve has come, she will 
drop her young io the day-time. Two of 
our friends have tried this simple method, : 
and have found it correct in every case. 
One who has eighteen cows has‘tried it 
these two years, and now they never think 
of sitting up at night—/ife Journal. 


From the Mercantile Gazette and Prices Current. 
THE TARIF®. 

We publish to-day the new Tariff Act of Congress, 
together with a statement showing the changes effected 
by it, condensed into tabular form. These changes, 
although radical and important, are not Dumerous, 
aud embracing for the most part articles of luxury or 
of indispensible necessity, many of which are not af- 
tected by domestic competition, they appear, upon the 
whole, to have been judiciously chosen tor 
purposes. A few of these articles, however, find their 
counterpart in home production, and urder ordinary 
circumstances, the revenue from them would not be in- 
creased by the change; but the existence of civil war, 
with its heavy drafts upon the wealth and industry of 
the nation, may possibly render the advantage of pro- 
tection to some extent, unavailable to our manufactar- 
ing interests. And yet the same cause will tend also to 
the contraction of foreign trade. One-half of the 
country being sealed against al] imports, either foreign 
or domestic, and shut up entirely to its own resources, 
a much narrower field remains for the occupation of 
commerce. Our country is, for her, in a new position, 
and her institutions differ essentially from those of all 
other nations. Heénte the records of past experience 
fail to supply-examples, altogether im point, and we are 
left to conjecture upon matters of the gravest import- 
ance. 

Great as is our dislike to the Morrili Tariff, we will 
not stigmatize it as the sole cause of the astonishing 
decline in the public revenue since it went into opera- 
tion. A more potent agency is alluded to above. The 
shock of political disruption fell upon our commerce 
like the frosts of winter upon the running streams, and 
it must now become adapted to its straitened circum- 
stances, or resume its wonted channels before the wis- 
dom of existing revenue measures can be fully and 
tairly tested. Under the guidance of general principles, 
however, we may question their utility either for the 
present or any future emergency of the government 
High duties upon foreign goods will stimniate home 
production, restrain foreign commerce, and curtail the 
revenue. This is the general rule. What modification 
will be wrought by war remains tobe seen. That there 
will be a moderate revival of business at the East the 
ensuing autumn appears to be generally expected; but 
the double restraint imposed by high duties and short 
credits at Custom House, will, it is urged by some, con- 
fine importatione within the limits of immediate actual 
consumption, and preven coumulations of stock. 
On the other hand it is contend the vast loan 
issues of government for the maintenance of the war 
will greatly expand the circulating medium of the 
country, and supply the means for an active trade. It 
is not impossible that the operation of these two ele- 
ments, acting as a sort of counterpoise the one to the 
other, may favor the development o/ a healthy home 
trade; but we much doubt ij our foreign commerce 
derives from it any great advantage: for unless home 
interests are very seriously crippled by the war, the 
ability of our producers to meet the requirements of 
the greatly diminished territory now accessible, must 
operate to the exclusion of foreign fabrics. 

As a measure of revenue, we doubt the success of ex- 
isting tariffs, except in so far as they apply to articles 
exclusively of foreign production. Ifthe rates were 
lower, the income from them would be greater. The 
wants ot Government must be supplied, This is a mat 
ter of infinitely more importance than the protection 
of any mere loca! interest, whether it be manufactures 
or agriculture, or anything else. *‘ The revenue of the 
State is the State.” Why then, in times like these, re- 
vive an exploded system adapted to dry up one of its 
leading sources? The objection on this ground isa 
serious one, but there is another quite worthy of regard. | 
The foreign commerce of a nation is as much a source 
of wealth to it as any other interest. It we can pro 
duce any given commodity cheaper than other nations, 
and obtain in exchange for it another commodity 
cheaper than it can be produced at home, the traffic 
tends to natioual as well as individual prosperity, and 
sound political economy requires that it should be fos- 
tered—it is for the benefit of the masses. But the most 
odious feature, perhaps, of high protective duties is the 
tendency to favor a system of monopoly, radically op- 
posed to the whole character and spirit of our republi- 
can institutions. It is not only wrong in principle Lat 
dangerous in its results, creating and perpetually add- 
ing strength toa power that is certain in process of 
time to contro] the favor of Government and trench 
upon the rights and privileges of the people.
